AIDS quilt 
visits City Hall 


Part of 5th annual 
World AIDS Day

Placentia paid tribute the hundreds 
of thousands of people who have died 
of AIDS by displaying the AIDS Me¬ 
morial Quilt last week at City Hall as 
part of the 5th Annual World AIDS 
Day. 

The city also proclaimed Dec. 1 
World AIDS Day, which is observed 
worldwide. 

The quiit is a memorial made up of 
thousands of 3-foot-by-6-foot fabric 
panels bearing the name of someone

Couple’s bodies 
found in Nevada 


Disappeared in 
plane Oct. 29

The remains of a Placentia 
couple whose plane disap¬ 
peared three weeks ago were 
discovered Nov. 19 on a north¬ 
ern Nevada mountainside, 
dashing the family’s hopes that 
the two were alive. 

Officials said the plane hit the 
mountain at full speed, creat¬ 
ing a 6-foot-deep trench and 
spreading debris over 100 
yards. 

“I’m glad it’s over and they 
didn’t suffer,” said Heather 
Wilson, daughter of Barbara 
Keating, 55. “There’s nothing 
left for us but a bag and some of 
my mother’s jewelry.” 

Wilson said family members 
identified the remains as Keat¬ 
ing and her boyfriend, Larry 
Richards, 56, who disappeared 
Oct. 29 while flying their twin- 
engine Beechcraft from Corona 
to the couple’s ranch in Idaho.

”We're in a lot of pain, but at 
least we know we didn’t give up 
until the end,” Wilson said. 
“Our mission was to find them 
one way or another. Now that 
we've done that, we can start 
our grieving.” 

The plane was spotted about 
10 a.m. by a Department of 
Fish and Wildlife helicopter 
that was flying over the Shell 
Creek Mountain range, about 
seven miles east of Ely, Nev., 
White Pine County Sheriff Ber- 
nie Romero said. 

Deputies spent about two 
hours getting to the crash site, 
using dirt roads and hiking 
treacherous, rocky terrain. 
When they arrived, Romero 
said, they found that part of the 
plane’s engine was buried 
about two feet in the ground. 
The plane was found at an alti¬ 
tude of 8,600 feet, about 2,000 
feet below' the mountain peak. 

The cause of the crash was 
under investigation, but a Ne¬ 
vada Civil Air Patrol official 
said the accident may have 
been caused by a heavy snow-

City’s voter turnout 
put at 80 percent 


Participation 
mirrors county’s

Placentia voters followed the 
county’s trend to go to the polls 
and vote. 

Almost 80 percent of Orange 
County’s and Placentia’s regis¬ 
tered voters went to the polls. 

"It’s high but we've had high¬ 
er or comparable turnout in 
previous years,” said Suzanne 
Slupsky, election information 
supervisor for the Orange 
County Registrar of Voters. 

The highest voter turnout 
was in 1964 when 90 percent of 
the county’s registered voters 
cast ballots, Slupsky said. 

In the City Council election, 


12 candidates vied for three, 
four-year seats, making it the 
largest field of candidates since 
1976. 

Mayor John Tynes said the 
high voter turnout worked to his 
advantage. He said it’s impor¬ 
tant people let their voice be 
heard. 

“They couldn’t just sit back. 
It wasn’t going to change if they 
didn’t get involved,” Tynes 
said. 

Challenger Adrienne Ed¬ 
mondson said that people were 
ready for a change. She also 
said that Ross Perot was re¬ 
sponsible for inspiring voters. 

Challenger Mike Stehly, who 
placed fourth, said the large 
number of voters worked 
against him. 

“I think the high voter turn¬ 
out hurt me ... If there’s more 
people I have a harder time get¬ 
ting my name out,” he said.

The State Department of Food 
and Agriculture opened a new of¬ 
fice in Placentia last week having 
outgrown its trailer facilities in An¬ 
aheim. 

The public was invited to an open 
house Nov. 18 to become acquaint¬ 
ed with agency and its objectives, 
said Dorothy Howard, agricultural 
pest control specialist. 

The new office is located at 312 S. 
Melrose St. 

The department regulates the 
plant and animal industries, pest 
control and safeguards public 
health. The department's primary- 
targets are the melon. Oriental, 
Mediterranean and Mexican fruit 
flies, which cause most of the crop 
damage in California. 

They also control the gypsy moth 
and Japanese beetle on a seasonal 
basis. “They’re very destructive to 
the fruit industry ... One fly could

lay as many as 100 eggs,” Howard 
said. 

One of the major causes of the 
pest problems is people smuggling 
in uninspected fruit. 

The department has more than 
3,000 traps set up throughout Or¬ 
ange County to detect pests. But it 
also relies on public sightings. 

The department also employs 


about 1,200 seasonal employees a 
year in the plant, animal, inspec¬ 
tion and pest management areas.

Symphony serenades students

Amid yawns, glazed stares and a 
few bobbing heads, the Pacific 
Symphony Orchestra performed 
an hour-long afternoon concert for 
Placentia elementary school stu¬ 
dents. 

Fourth-, fifth- and sixth-graders 
were brought to the Valencia High 
School auditorium Thursday to 
hear pieces composed by Mozart, 
Beethoven and a few other classic 
names. 

The free concert is part of the 
symphony’s outreach program, 
bringing classical music to the 
community. 

Although the students may have 
preferred to be listening to a rap¬ 
per instead of a symphony, they 
gave the music a chance. Not that 
they had a choice. 

“Pretend you’re sitting back in 
very comfortable seats in a plush 
red auditorium," said Lois John¬ 
son, PSO music coordinator and vi¬ 
olinist. 

Before the concert began, stu¬ 
dents were briefed on proper proto¬ 
col when attending a symphony. 

“It’s not appropriate to whistle, 
stand on your feet or yell,” John¬ 
son said. “You’ll know each piece 
is done when the director puts his 
hands down and that’s when you 
applaud.” 

Throughout the concert, director 
Daniel Hege tried to impress upon 
students the importance of classi¬ 
cal music. 

He asked students which kind of 
music they listen to the most. Rap

music received the most votes. 

“If you want a balanced diet, you 
can’t eat just one kind of food. You 
shouldn’t all just listen to one kind 
of music.

While a few muted giggles were 
heard now and then, students mus¬ 
tered what they could to be a good 


audience. 

The highlight of the concert 
came with the last performance, 
as Hege went out to the audience 
looking for students to take his 
spot. 

He picked two who, with shocked 
expressions, stood before the or¬ 
chestra holding the baton and mov¬ 
ing their arms about. 


Rose Drive Elementary students 
Jennifer Watson and Amber Berg 
both said they enjoyed the concert. 

"It was nice listening to that kind 
of music even though I don’t usual¬ 
ly listen to it,” said Watson, 10. 

And Berg, 10, added, "I didn't 
mind listening to it, but I’d be too 
scared to have to play an instru¬ 
ment.”

“We can’t afford to waste any 
good minds,” said Sharon 
Schuster, the American Associ¬ 
ation of University Women pres¬ 
ident who hosted the event at 
the La Habra City School Dis¬ 
trict’s offices. 

She said one problem is that 
educators do not realize that 
they are even participating in 
sex bias in the classroom. 

“I don’t think teachers feel 
they are biased; I have a hard 
time believeing I’m biased,” 
said Barbara D’Arcy, Placentia

AIDS victim speaks out 


Now lectures students 
on protecting others

Joe Orellana says 1990 was a "real good year." 

The 21-year-old college student was enjoying the 
bachelor’s life to the fullest. He dated many women 
and had a care-free attitude about sex. 

“I never thought about getting a girl pregnant or 
getting diseases. 1 never thought it would happen to 
me,” Orellana said. 

And as a heterosexual man, he never thought about 
acquired immune deficiency syndrome being the No. 
1 killer of people under 30 nationally. That carefree 
lifestyle ended when he discovered he was HIV posi¬ 
tive nearly a year ago. HIV stands for human immu¬ 
nodeficiency virus, the precursor to AIDS. 

Now Orellana lectures about AIDS awareness at 
high schools and colleges to protect others. 

According to the Orange County Health Care Agen¬ 
cy of Disease Prevention and Control, there are 2,177 
cases of AIDS in Orange County. And there are an 
estimated 10,000 to 15,000 people infected with HIV. 

If those infected with HIV do not modify their behav¬ 
ior, AIDS could become the No. 1 killer of people under 
30 in Orange County, said Gary' Costas, program coor¬ 
dinator for the AIDS Response Program in Garden 
Grove. 

And, if the current trend continues, heterosexuals 
could be in the same predicament the gay community 
was in 10 years ago, he said. 

“It has the potential to snowball," Costas said. 

In Placentia, 19 people have contracted AIDS. Four¬ 
teen of those have died. 

Orellana will never forget Dec. 2,1991 — the day he 
learned he had AIDS. 

Any words that could describe the way he felt that 
day were merely understatements, he said. He be¬ 
lieves he contracted HIV from a former girlfriend who 
he speculates may have been an intravenous drug 
user. 

At the time, he had another girlfriend. She tested 
negative for AIDS and he hasn't heard from her since.

many people who have lost a loved 
one to the epidemic. 

“It literally shows how big this 
epidemic is and it’s a way to re¬ 
member the person you loved," 
said Joe Orellana, 22, a Valencia 
High School graduate who tested 
HIV-positive last year. 

The human immunodeficiency 
virus is the precursor to AIDS, ac¬ 
quired immune deficiency syn¬ 
drome 

"It’s hard for me to look at it 
because I’m positive and maybe 
one day I know my quilt will be up 
there," Orellana said 

For Clairee Tynes, the quilt car¬ 
ries an different meaning. She lost 
her son, Bill, to AIDS in 1987. After 
his death, she wrote a book "The 
Miracle of Bill" and became in¬ 
volved in the AIDS Ministry Ecu¬ 
menical Network. 

Tynes was responsible for get¬ 
ting the quilt displayed in Placen¬ 
tia. She is the wife of John Tynes, 
the mayor of Placentia. 

She believes it’s the most effec¬ 
tive tool we have to educate people 
about AIDS.

But, Schuster said the subtle ac¬ 
tions imply much more to the 
young girl.

matic mood swings and asked 
what was bothering him. He finally 
told them. 

His parents were angry he kept 
his condition a secret. However, 
they were very supportive. 

His inability to cope with his fate 
made him angry. Feeling helpless, 
he directed some of that anger at 
his parents. 

“When you're growing up and 
get a scratch on your knee, what 
does your mother do? She puts a 
Band-Aid on it and kisses it and 
makes it better. Well, this is the 
one thing mom can’t make better,” 
Orellana said. 

It took Orellana about three 
months to come to terms with his 
circumstances. While enrolled in a 
human sexuality class at Fullerton 
College, he came out of the closet. 
Since the class didn't cover AIDS- 
related information, he ended up 
lecturing to the class From that 
point on he has been an AIDS activ¬ 
ist. 

Orellana is involved in many 
AIDS support groups and co-found- 
ed Positively Straight, a support 
network for hetereosexual people 
with AIDS. 

“A lot of people keep it inside and 
that’s detrimental,” he said. 

It’s important that HIV-positive 
Deople try to live a normal life, he

said. He’s doing that by educating 
people about the disease. 

Orellana said one of the most 
dangerous aspects of AIDS is peo¬ 
ple’s ignorance about it. 

“I was totally ignorant. I’m a 
prime example," he said, “As long 
as you engage in sexual activity, 
you are at risk,” he said. 

The only way to know a person is 


HIV-positive is to ask. 

“Half the time you can’t tell 
who’s positive and who’s nega¬ 
tive,” he said. 

He urges people to learn about 
the disease, practice safe sex and 
get frequent AIDS tests. 

“The bottom line is to abstain, I 
can’t express that enough. If you 
are engaging in sexual activity 
please make sure you utilize the 
(AIDS) education to the fullest and 
protect yourself because you don’t 
want to be another statistic,” Orel¬ 
lana said. 

Despite the social barriers and 
deep loneliness that envelops him 
sometimes, his outlook is bright. 
He finds ways to emphasize the 
things he values in life such as his 
family. He has a greater apprecia¬ 
tion for everything. 

And he looks forward to the fu¬ 
ture. After he graduates from col¬ 
lege he wants to become an AIDS 
counselor or AIDS teacher at a 
school. He plans to continue his ef¬ 
forts as an AIDS activists. And one 
day, he would like to get married. 

“Don’t take life for granted be¬ 
cause you never know when some¬ 
thing in your life can be taken 
away. 

“We all think we’re gonna live 
forever," Orellana said.

Thanksgiving reflections 
upon a ‘giving’ government 


Today is Thanksgiving. 

It is a day for offering bless¬ 
ings for all that we have. It's a 
day to reflect on the gift of 
having family and friendships, 
of prosperity and the freedom 
we still enjoy in this country. 

Sometimes our vision of 
freedom is clouded by the 
astigmatism of an ever-grow¬ 
ing government which tries to 
be all things to all people — to 
be the solver of problems that 
plague all of society when in 
reality, it is the problem. 

As we ponder the good most 
of us enjoy in our lives as 
Americans, it is also difficult 
not to think of those things that 
disturb us. Much of society 
sees little wrong with having a 
growing government. Some 
see it as a necessary evil. Still 
others see no virtue, at all, to 
government controls. 

Most people, indeed, see 
many blessings in having gov¬ 
ernment. Government, after 
all, provides society with: 

■ Public parks, supported 
by users and non-users, 
through taxation. 

■ Public schools, education 
forced upon society by a state 
that has shown itself to be a 
failure in this regard, but con¬ 
tinues to “steal" our wages to 
enhance its failures. 

■ Political control of pri¬ 


vate-property rights to the 
point that these rights are al¬ 
most non-existant today. 

■ Franchised services that 
are more costly and less effi¬ 
cient because political fran¬ 
chising eliminates competition. 

■ Taxes on gasoline, motor 
vehicle licensing and licensing 
of drivers, to pay for transpor¬ 
tation needs, but “steals" a 
major portion of these taxes 
and fees to support pet politi¬ 
cal projects of legislators. 

■ Arts and culture, paid for 
through taxation by all people 
whether or not they’re into 
arts and culture. 

■ Redevelopment that some¬ 
times requires the condemna¬ 
tion of private property to 
make it work. 

We could go on about the 
“generosity” of government, 
but time and newsprint re¬ 
sources are not sufficient for 
us to continue. Still, we hope 
you get the point. 

In giving thanks today for 
the good things in society, we 
suggest adding a prayer or 
two that government will cease 
its unchecked growth and be¬ 
gin a course toward meeting 
the criteria suggested by 
Thomas Jefferson when he 
said, and we paraphrase: The 
best government is that which 
governs least.

Ms. Vigil serves in a public world 
that is often criticized and little ap¬ 
preciated.

storm that hit Oct. 29. 

Maj. Phil Brown said the storm 
dropped up to 12 inches of snow on 
some mountain areas. Richards 
may have been unable to avoid the 
high winds and snow, Brown said. 

The crash site is six miles east of 
the airport at Ely, a remote 5,500 
resident town. Brown said he esti¬ 
mated the plane went down about 
11 a.m. The couple had refueled at 
Jean, Nev., about 9 a.m., he said. 
Families of the couple were hope¬ 
ful last weekend when a pilot 
picked up an emergency radio sig¬ 
nal coming from a mountainous 
area about 150 miles north of the 
crash site. But a three-day search 
by Civil Air Patrol pilots failed to 
find the plane. 

Patrol members determined 
that the signal was coming from 
mine equipment in the Ruby Moun¬ 
tains. Clicks that were thought to 
have come from the downed 
plane’s radio also originated at the 


mine, Brown said. 

The clicks caused some patrol 
members to think that one or both 
people in the plane had survived. 

“It’s a great disappointment for 
all of us,” Brown said of the volun¬ 
teers from California, Nevada and 
Idaho who scoured thousands of 
miles in search of the couple. 

Despite the grief felt by loved 
ones and friends, their memory 
will be a happy one, said Betty 
Loadholdtz, one of Keating’s clos¬ 
est friends. 

“We were confidants, pals and 
friends... We trusted each other im- 
plicity,” said Loadholtz, 65, of Pla¬ 
centia. 

Loadholtz describes Keating as 
someone who lifted the spirits of 
everyone she knew. 

“She was very up, a little imp- 
... just always laughing ... You 
couldn’t be depressed when you 
were with Barbara," she said.

H olding her son’s notebook 
paper, the Fullerton 
mother has resurrected 
his hand-printed testimony. She 
tearfully recalled the personal 
suffering when three of his 
friends committed suicide. And 
she was reminded how his other 
friends were paid by their fam¬ 
ilies never to return home. 

In neighboring Placentia, a 
councilman’s wife thumbed 
through an antique address book. 
Her son's celebrity world, neatly 
indexed between the leather cov¬ 
ers, reflects theatrical success. 

Two mothers, a shared sorrow: 
losing gay sons to AIDS. 

Clairee Tynes chronicled son 
Bill Tynes’ battle in a tender, 
forthright booklet, “The Miracle 
of Bill.” Ann Vinion spilled her 
gut feelings aloud in the privacy 
of her Fullerton living room. 

Though both have never met, 
the women are committed to edu¬ 
cating a judgmental society. On 
Sunday, they will join hundreds of 
AIDS activists in the World AIDS 
Day observance at Cal State Ful¬ 
lerton Student Center. 

Relaxing in her memory-laden 
home, Councilman John Tynes’ 
wife conceded she couldn't accept 
her son’s homosexuality until 
three weeks before he died. “I 
just wasn't conditioned that 
way,” she explained. "It was ter¬ 
ribly hurtful." 

Her beliefs, however, took a 
back-stage role as she spent end¬ 
less hours in her son’s New York 
apartment, helping create a com¬ 
fortable environment as HIV took 
its toll. 

Little Billy Tynes’ compassion 
for the theater began at an early 
age, his mother recalled. A vio¬ 
lin, now hanging in the Tynes’ liv¬ 
ing room, captured the child’s 
musical talents. Continued ama-

teur performances eventually led 
the Valencia High School gradu¬ 
ate to New York where his name 
went up in lights at the New Am¬ 
sterdam Theater, a showcase for 
classic musicals. 

Clairee Tynes was eventually 
introduced to a theatrical world 
charmed by her son’s enthusiasm 
and creativity. And in time, the 
artistic director’s actor-friends 
played out real-life parts that 
helped to ease Bill Tynes' person¬ 
al storyline. 

“When Bill was diagnosed in 
1984, doctors didn’t know much 
about HIV,” Tynes said. “Final¬ 
ly, they were able to develop a 
test where anitbodies in the blood 
indicated a virus, but they still 
don’t know how to detect the vi¬ 
rus.” 

As death neared, family and 
friends arranged for the 30-year- 
old’s final days to be spent in the 
bedroom of his Placentia home.

AIDS: Victims’ mothers turn to education 


was so comforting. On lady had 
put a red rose on my desk. The 
truth was out." 

The Vinions suggested Mi¬ 
chael’s friends arrange a memo¬ 
rial service in their home, a deci¬ 
sion Ann Vinton recommends to 
families of AIDS victims. 

“I asked them to bring a pic¬ 
ture and happy story of Michael,” 
she recounted, "The results were 
so upbeat.” 

For the past three years, Vin- 
ion has supported the AIDS 
Walks, collecting sponsorships 
throughout the area. Periodically, 
she runs across an anti-gay com¬ 
ment, including a recent reaction 
from a medical doctor who told 
her that if gays weren’t around, 
there would be no AIDS. "And to 
think this man knew I had a son 
who died of AIDS. Ignorance is 
appaling.” 

Glancing at a favorite photo¬ 
graph, Vinion recounted, "When 
my son told me he was gay, it 
didn’t change my love or outlook. 

I guess I was known as the pro¬ 
gressive mom.” 

Ten miles east, Tynes sat in the 
family room where she said she 
felt her son’s presence. “God 
must have known about Bill's ev¬ 
ery day, and it all came off just 
how He planned it. Bill accom¬ 
plished so much as an open, hap¬ 
py and productive gay person. 

Then in a softened tone, Tynes 
added: "We really can’t deter¬ 
mine what is to be. We just have 
to make the most of what we’ve 
got.” 


death into the background, but 
I’m still crying at commercials," 
she said. 

Styles, abandoned by his father 
at an early age, confessed his 
sexual preference to his mother 
at age 16. A Fullerton High School 
classmate tried to convince 
Styles to come out of the closet, 
but his mother recalled, “He was 
afraid of getting beaten up.” 

“We all had our suspicions 
when Michael was young,” she 
confided. “I took him to a coun¬ 
selor when he was 9 to find out 
why he never got mad and 
seemed so different. The psychol¬ 
ogist told me not to worry, Mi¬ 
chael would grow out of it.” 

In school Styles traveled with 
girls. He was known as a ladies’ 
man, Vinion said. And when he 
worked at Disneyland, he spent 
three weeks staying with a dis¬ 
traught co-worker, a single young 
mother who had been raped. 

Vinion, who worked for 11 
years as secretary to the nurses 
at Fullerton Elementary School 
District, and her second husband, 
a plumber for the school district, 
often heard co-workers voice dis¬ 
gust over gays spreading AIDS. 

"When Michael died, we mere¬ 
ly said his liver shut down,’ Vin¬ 
ion said. "Remember, at that 
time you couldn’t tell anyone. 

Now everyone seems to know 
someone affected by the AIDS vi¬ 
rus.” 

A front-page newspaper photo¬ 
graph divulged the truth. When 
the Fullerton mother carried her 
son’s quilt in an AIDS Walk, a 
photographer captured the tender 
moment for the front page of a 
metropolitan publication. 

"I dreaded going to work the 
next morning, not knowing how to 
react,” Vinion said. "But when I 
walked into the office, everyone

He choreographed the placement 
of "props," personal possessions 
symbolizing a life enriched by a 
loving family and dedicated 
friends. 

Tynes died Jan. 9,1987. Yet his 
legacy remains alive in a bed¬ 
room filled with Mary Pickford 
memorabilia; playbills; a photo¬ 
graph of “Granddaddy’s” import 
firm, circa 1918; and his mother's 
handwritten inscription: "Dying 
is not important, living with a 
purpose is.” 

Searching for spiritual comfort, 
the parents located an accepting 
congregation at Emanuel Episco¬ 
pal Church in Fullerton. After 
their son’s death. Clairee Tynes 
spent five months writing, in 
longhand, her final experiences 
with an AIDS-embattled son. An 
Episcopal publisher agreed to 
print her chronology, edited by a 
gay priest. 

She joined the AIDS Ministry 
Ecumenical Network (AMEN) of 
Orange County, eager to counsel 
other families with similar needs. 

“I’ve grown in many ways,” 
Tynes conceded. “I’ve confronted 
intolerance, have more introspec¬ 
tion and have become more edu¬ 
cated. My life is more secure.” 

During the past few months, 
she has actively tried to establish 
a local support group for families 
with AIDS. One minister has 
agreed to provide a meeting site. 

“It's been hard working with 
churches," Tynes indicated. 
“They have a stigma about gays 
that are being imposed on congre¬ 
gations.” 

It's been three years since Ann 
Vinion’s 29-year-old son, Michael 
Styles, an expeditor for a comput¬ 
er firm, died suddenly of AIDS. 
"I’ve tried to shove my son’s

Can’t escape state taxes on pension income 


By Ernest J. Dronenburg Jr. 

State Board of Equalization 

Question: 1 have been in Califor¬ 
nia most of my adult life and now I 
want to retire back home. I heard 
that California will continue taxing 
my pension even after I move from 
the state. Is this true? What can I 
do about it? 

Answer: Your question is a good 


one for any Californian planning to 
retire in another state. This issue 
of how to tax retirees is now com¬ 
ing to a head. 

Our tax system currently is 
based on the principle that income 
should be taxed where it is earned. 

This is called the “source princi¬ 
ple," because your income is de¬ 
rived from the “sources” within 
the state. In other words, Califor¬ 


nia will tax your retirement in¬ 
come no matter where you move 
and at the same time will usually 
tax the retirement income of peo¬ 
ple who retire in California from 
other states. 

California tries to justify this di¬ 
vergent situation by saying: 1) if 
your income was earned in Califor¬ 
nia, then California should collect 
the tax no matter which state be¬ 


comes your home in retirement; 
and at the same time, 2) that tax 
must be paid on income earned in 
another state when you move to 
California because now you are us¬ 
ing California roads and services. 
This policy of taxing every which 
way you turn is unfair. 

The state’s authority to tax non¬ 
resident income from in-state 
sources was upheld by the US Su¬ 


preme Court back in 1920 in the 
case of Shaffer vs. Carter. Since 
that time, California and seven 
other states have taken the posi¬ 
tion that retirement pay is simply 
deferred income. These states ar¬ 
gue that they are not discriminat¬ 
ing against non-residents because 
they have a system of reciprocal 
credits for taxes paid to other 
states.

State Controller Gray Davis 
has reminded senior and dis¬ 
abled homeowners that Dec. 10 
is the filing deadline for Cali¬ 
fornia’s Property Tax Post¬ 
ponement Program, which al¬ 
lows qualified homeowners to 
postpone or defer payment of 
all or part of their property 
taxes. 

The program makes loans to 
qualified homeowners and mo¬ 
bile home owners for payment 
of their residential property 
taxes. The loans do not have to 
be repaid until the homeowner 
either dies, sells the home, 
moves out and leaves no 
spouse or qualified participant 
in the program, or allows fu¬ 
ture taxes to become delin¬ 
quent. The loans may be paid 
off at any time. 

Gray said it is estimated 
that more than 900,000 home- 
owners with annual household 
incomes of $24,000 or less could 
enjoy the benefits of the tax 
postponement. "But last year 
only about 10,000 participat¬ 
ed,” Davis added. 

The interest rate this year is 
6 percent. That rate is derived 
from the state legislature's re¬ 
quirement that the annual in¬ 
terest rate be equivalent to the 
prior year’s rate of return of 
the State Pooled Money Invest¬ 
ment Fund. The interest rate 
for any given year will not be 
affected by rates for future 
years.

Business owners offer some unique tricks of the trade

B artering the birth of his 
daughter may be a highly 
unusual example of trade 
on delivery. But Mike Ames of 
Orange uses the illustration to 
point out almost anything is nego¬ 
tiable. 

Seven years ago, Ames, 
founder of TradeAmericanCard, 
interested his wife's obstetrician 
in trading his services with a vet¬ 
erinarian. The entrepreneur 
cashed in on an heirloom, daugh¬ 
ter Allyson. These days, Ames' 
said his $10 million business 
boasts 2,500 services accessible 
through a computerized clearing 
house. 

TradeAmericanCard, which 
opened 20 years ago, is now one 
of several barter organizations in 
the area. Bartering allows busi¬ 
ness owners to save cash, get rid 
of surplus inventory, sell real es¬ 
tate or even finance a new store. 

“In this economy, it’s a great 
way to fill a sales void, move out¬ 
dated inventory and keep a cash 
flow basis,” said Joe Hill, founder 


of Trade Club Exchange in Gar¬ 
den Grove. 

Hill’s 60-day-old firm has al¬ 
ready enlisted 78 members with 
an added sales point: multi-level 
marketing. Members can trade 
services with each other, using 
trade dollars instead of cash, in 
effect, barter. Additionally, they 
can receive financial overrides on 
trade volume from members they 
have personally sponsored into 
the club. 

And in Trade Club Exchange, 
not just one line of products or 
services must be bought or sold. 
Any number of products of ser¬ 
vices of the member are accept¬ 
able as authentic transactions. 

Meanwhile, Ames recommend¬ 
ed his members never use more 
than 10 percent of their business 
for bartering. “You can’t pay util¬ 
ities on trade. We’re not the king, 
cash is still the king.” 

He also insisted all members be 
screened. “I’ve seen about 12 bar¬ 
ter businesses go belly up, many 
times because no one bothered to 
look at their financial statements 


The directors were left holding 
the trade dollars.” 

With legal bartering a multi¬ 
million dollar business, most club 
members depend on barter bro¬ 
kers to locate needed services. 
The brokers find customers for 
members and their products. Or 
they can act as purchasing 
agents, scouring lists for mem¬ 
bers' specific needs. 

Credits accumulate in the 
members’ trade accounts like 
money. A credit card is then used 
to spend those accumulated trade 
dollars at the store or at the busi¬ 
ness locations of other members. 

TradeAmericanCard offers a 
department-like store at the Town 
and Country shopping center in 
Orange. A full range of merchan¬ 
dise and listings of services pro¬ 
vide a need for nearly every pur¬ 
pose. 

Bill Singer, marketing director 
for TradeAmericanCard, said he 
has nearly completed his Christ¬ 
mas shopping, thanks to the bar¬ 
ter store displays. "And for those 
who do a lot of traveling, hotels 


actively seek trade arrange¬ 
ments. Empty rooms are a lost 
profit.” 

Members concerned they will 
be cleaned out of stock because of 
the popularity of their products 
or services are assured they are 
never obligated to sell beyond 
their reserve obligation or credit 
line, whichever is greater. 

Ames’ company, which he 
founded while working at a health 
club, also outlines advantages of 
trading for each new member. 
Cash is worth 20 percent to hold 
on to it, Ames said. Some of the 
merchandise sold to members 
could have been very inactive in 
inventory. 

Members are also regularly re¬ 
minded of the advantages of join¬ 
ing a bartering club. In addition 
to complete record keeping of 
their transactions, the member¬ 
ship is shown how to improve the 
cash flow, allowing conservation 
of funds for items that cannot be 
bartered. 

“What we’re looking at is re 
cessionary times with barter 
booming. It’s a real networking 
effort," Ames said.

Some of the more talented 
CDM volunteers entertain prison¬ 
ers and jailed juveniles by pro¬ 
viding contemporary musical ac¬ 
companiment to the religious ser¬ 
vices celebrated on the “inside."

Sister Cathy Vallejo, 34, direc¬ 
tor of the society’s center for 
community reconciliation, then 
fills the request from a list of per 
formers, singers and musicians 
that she keeps in her Orange of¬ 
fice. 

Though the musicians now only 


goes by, Trinity Rocks — was 
playing guitar Masses in area 
churches when a CDM volunteer 
invited them to a Christmas car¬ 
oling session behind bars. 

One thing led to another and 
the group was offered the chance 
to contemporize the services on 
the inside. 

“The first time was scarier 
than hell,” said Rock N’Spirit 
drummer Bud Basnett. “It was 
nervewracking. It was in July 
and it was hotter than all get out 
and we were extremely nervous 
standing in front of 75 kids. 

“There was an initial period of 
wondering what would happen, 
but when we started playing, the 
kids made us feel comfortable 
and at home. When they started 
singing, it showed we mattered to 
them and showed us they enjoyed 
what we were doing. 

“That really helped our confi¬ 
dence and we’ve being going back 


ever since. 

Basnett, Sharon Croghan, Kurt 
Misner and Theresa King are just 
some of the two dozen CDM musi¬ 
cians on the volunteer rolls. 

CDM is run by the Society of 
Saint Vincent de Paul. In Orange 
since 1978, the organization 
serves incarcerated individuals, 
their families and the community 
with three services: 

Friends Outside acts as a 
bridge between prisoners and so¬ 
ciety by organizing jail visits and 
support groups, and involving re¬ 
cently released individuals in job 
training and referral situations. 

The Victim Offender Reconcili¬ 
ation Program introduces law¬ 
breakers to the people they’ve 
abused in an attempt to demon¬ 
strate a victim’s individuality. 

And the Catholic Detention 
Ministry trains volunteers in one- 
on-one counseling and encourages 
them to participate in benefit 


T alk about recidivism. 

These musicians were sent 
to jail three years ago and 
found it to be such an enriching 
experience that they allow them¬ 
selves to be returned, week after 
week, month after month. 

They can’t stay out of the 
hoosegow. They love being behind 
bars. 

But the members of the quartet 
Rock N’Spirit are not felons or 
criminals, but rather social activ¬ 
ists who deliver a musical mes¬ 
sage to the occupants of jails and 
juvenile halls. 

As Catholic Detention Ministry 
volunteers, the group provides 
musical accompaniment for Mass 
and the other liturgical services 
that are celebrated in Orange 
County penal institutions.

Satire takes most guild honors

Larry Johnson with a score by Cin¬ 
dy O’Connor, “All That He Was” 
was directed by graduate student 
James Taulli. 

After seeing “All That He Was,” 
CSUF theater instructor Jim Voltz 
was so impressed that he is now 
considering taking the show to pro¬ 
fessional theatres in Los Angeles 
and New York City. 

Ranging in mood from ironic 
comedy to conflictive drama, the 
story opens with a young man wel¬ 
coming the cast and audience to his 
funeral.

Initially, lead Jim Gray is little 
more than an actor playing a gay 
role.

provide music for religious ser¬ 
vices, there are plans to form 
bands and groups that will perform 
special shows and concerts. They 
will play a special concert at an 
Orange County juvenile hall today. 

“The thing that touches me the 
most is knowing we re in a secured 
facility with a very controlled envi¬ 
ronment, and people are finding 
freedom through our program — if 
not in their minds, at least in spir¬ 
it," Sister Cathy said. 

“If they just let go and leave 
their troubles behind for one hour, 
then I think we’ve done a great 
service." 

Now in her seventh year as direc¬ 
tor, Sister Cathy has seen the pro¬ 
gram touch the lives of inmates, 
volunteers, guards and wardens. 

Prisoners who join the choir or 
institution’s singing group don’t 
want to do anything to jeopardize 
their participation. Therefore, 
they are often more well-behaved 
and conciliatory. 

Sister Cathy theorizes that jail¬ 
ers and probation officers appreci¬ 
ate the program because it helps 
foster a sense of self-worth in the 
inmate. It also provides them an 
emotional and spiritual outlet. 

And the volunteers are enervat¬ 
ed by the knowledge that they are 
providing a service that not only 
comforts the individual, but also 
helps society by alleviating some 
of its pressing problems. 

“I get a couple things out of it," 
said Croghan, the lone Protestant 
in the mostly Catholic Rock 
N’Spirit. “It’s neat on a personal 
level to interact with the kids and 
let them know they have support in 
their church family. 

“And it’s nice to show them adult 
role models that are not totally au¬ 
thoritarian. We like to show them 
that we can be young and fun and 
still be positive role models.” 

At this point, Basnett is the only 
member of the group who does 
more extensive volunteer work. 


The Kennedy High School gradu¬ 
ate does individual juvenile coun¬ 
seling, and is considering working 
at adult institutions and with the 
probation department. 

The work provides him some 
much-needed perspective. 

“I like the whole idea of getting 
involved with the youth,” he said. 
“I like people and I find it personal¬ 
ly satisfying that I’m doing some¬ 
thing that not everybody can do. A 
lot of people are afraid to do this. 

“I feel like I’m going somewhere 
where people are afraid to go, and 
taking a bad situation and making 
it a little better.” 

Playing to a captive audience 
can be, ahem, exciting. Sister 
Cathy, who has been mugged and 
robbed on the outside, has also 
seen her share of incendiary situa¬ 


tions on the inside. 

A violent set-to broke out while 
she was volunteering at an institu¬ 
tion several years ago, and before 
she knew it, Sister Cathy found her¬ 
self surrounded by a circle of burly 
inmates. 

She demanded to be freed, but 
her wishes were ignored. The in¬ 
mates told her she wasn’t going 
anywhere until it was safe. 

The members of Rock N'Spirit 
say they have never experienced 
one particular violent situation. 

Yet they have seen their share of 
mistreatment and ill will. 

“There are so many things in 
there that are negative that you 
have to overlook it,” Basnett said. 
“It’s violent and overcrowded and 
some of those things have made an 
impression on me.

I recently returned from the Nation¬ 
al Association of Realtors annual con¬ 
vention in Hawaii. I was only one of 
more than 20,000 real estate profes¬ 
sionals who converged on Honolulu to 
learn of the latest trends and tech¬ 
niques in our business. 

This year's convention trade show 
featured over .100 real estate-related 
exhibitors, the majority of which tout¬ 
ed their computer systems for the auto¬ 
mated storage and retrieval of proper¬ 
ty information 

Recent technological breakthroughs 
are finally bringing the real estate 
business into the computing main¬ 
stream. The affects will be dramatic in 
the coming years, as both real estate 
professionals and clients reap the 
benefits. 

The most startling improvements 
will be in the application of the new 
products to multiple listing services. 
The manner in which subscribers re¬ 
trieve, store and manage MLS data 
will be revolutionized. Full color pho¬ 
tos of listed properties will also become 
available. 

Until now, computerized MLS sys¬ 
tems were on-line, and linked a central 
mainframe computer with a terminal

or PC. Data storage and retrieval were 
always done in real time — sending or 
receiving property information over 
the phone line. A relatively new tech¬ 
nology called distributed data base will 
change all of that. 

Increased PC speed and memory 
will soon combine to give brokers and 
agents the ability to manage MLS data 
in almost any way they choose. The 
power will be a result of not having to 
be “on line” in order to manage the 
data. The data itself will still come 
from a remote computer, managed by 
the local MLS. However, most office 


computers will connect to it only once 
daily — usually automatically and late 
at night — in order to update the data 
base. 

Improved data storage technology 
will allow as many as 100,000 records to 
be stored and maintained on a stan¬ 
dard office PC. The agent will have the 
capability to view records on the PC 
screen, to print them out, and to run 
virtually any report without the aid of 
the MLS storage computer. 

Another benefit is that offices will be 
able to maintain their own computer¬ 
ized MLS archive. Current MLS capac¬ 
ity usually requires that data 12-18 
months old be purged in order to add 
new records. Until now, older data was 
available only in published book form. 

Computer graphics are finally being 
applied to our business as well, with 
the addition of color photos and map¬ 
ping capabilities. The listing photos 
will still be taken by MLS staff photog¬ 
raphers. However, agents may include 
additional photos of the home’s exteri¬ 
or and interior features for a nominal 
additional charge, all of which will be 
sent via the new distributed data base 
systems. 

The Comparative Market Analysis 
will be greatly enhanced with comput¬ 
erized mapping capabilities that will 


pinpoint the exact location of compara¬ 
ble homes. Also, showing homes to 
buyers will be made much easier. The 
touch of a few keys will result in a 
printout of homes in the order the 
agent wants to show them, as well as a 
detailed map on which the agent may 
determine the route. 

All of these changes support the phi¬ 
losophy that real estate professionals 
don’t sell homes. They instead sell ser¬ 
vice and valuable information on 
which important selling and buying de¬ 
cisions can be made. 

There is no shortage of real estate- 
related information. The key, as in all 
businesses, will be to separate the 
valuable information from that which 
doesn’t apply. 

These new technologies will help 
agents and brokers to be of better ser¬ 
vice to those clients who understand 
what they are really buying when 
working with a real estate profession¬ 
al.

Real estate firms post increase 
in earned revenue, survey shows 


Despite a slowdown experienced in 
1990 and 1991 by the residential real es¬ 
tate market, real estate firms posted an 
increase in revenue earned from transac¬ 
tions, according to a survey from the Na¬ 
tional Association of Realtors. 

According to the report, the gross reve¬ 
nue earned by residential brokerage 
firms rose 31 percent between the survey 
periods 1990-1991 and 1987-1988. NAR 
President Dorcas T. Helfant said this in¬ 
crease is attributable to the steady home 
appreciation experienced by many mar¬ 
kets during that time period. Additional¬ 
ly, sales production rose — real estate 
firms closed 17 percent more transac¬ 
tions between 1990 and 1991 than in 1987 


maintenance costs," Helfant said. 

The number of residential sales asso¬ 
ciates per firm rose in 1990 and 1991, con¬ 
tinuing a trend that began in the late 
1980s. The median sales force in 1990-91 
was IS full-time associates, up from 12 in 
1987-88. From the beginning of the 1980s 
until that period, the median sales force 
held steady at about 10 associates. Ac¬ 
cording to Helfant, the sales force expan¬ 
sion likely was due to an expectation that 
the housing boom of the late 1980s would 
spill over into the 1990s. However, she 
noted that the expansion might also re¬ 
flect consolidation by firms in areas that 
were beginning to feel the effects of the 
recession.

However, the expansion was offset to 
some extent by a decline in profits. De¬ 
spite the increase in revenue, company 
profits dropped due to increased costs. 
The net profit margin, calculated on 
earnings before interest and tax pay¬ 
ments dropped 21 percent between 1988 
and 1991. A similar decline resulted when 
measuring profit margins based on the 
company dollar approach. According to 
the survey, while gross revenue rose 31 
percent from 1988 to 1991, total operating 
expenses rose by 35 percent, which drove 
down profit margins. 

Both variable and fixed expenses rose 
notably from 1988 to 1991. Commissions to 
sales associates, the main component of 
variable expenses, rose 9 percent during 
the period. From 1987 through 1988, firms 
paid a median commission per transac¬ 
tion of $1,080; from 1990 through 1991, the 
median commission rose to $1,180. Fixed 
expenses — mainly salary and occupan¬ 
cy costs — rose 22 percent between 1987- 
1988 and 1990-1991. 

"These cost increases mainly are due 
to an expanding sales force. To be effec¬ 
tive, a large sales force needs adminis¬ 
trative support, office space and other 
facilities. The price of growth is greater

me survey tound that tirm size does 
affect profitability. Larger firms record¬ 
ed lower profit margins than smaller 
ones. Although larger firms tend to gen¬ 
erate more revenue and produce more 
sales, they incur substantially higher ex¬ 
penses. The median profit margin for 
large firms (those with up to 50 full-time 
associates) and very large firms (those 
with 50 or more sales associates) was 2 
percent, compared to 8 percent for small 
firms (firms with 10 or fewer associates). 
According to the study, the discrepancy 
could be explained in part by the tenden¬ 
cy of larger firms to be located in larger 
markets, where operating costs are 
greater. 

Firms that sell primarily their own list¬ 
ings proved more profitable than those 
generating the bulk of their business 
through cooperative sales. The study 
points out that firms with a large volume 
of in-house sales keep a larger share of 
the revenue generated from a sale, com¬ 
pared to the revenue generated from co¬ 
op sales, which involve splitting commis¬ 
sions with another firm. The profit mar¬ 
gin for firms with high in-house sales was 
more than three times as high as that for 
firms with low in-house sales.

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HOUSE TALES 

Home investment needs to be protected from criminal elements 


Nearly 7 million homes are burglarized 
each year, according to crime statistics 
from the U.S. Justice Department. Addi¬ 
tionally, the department estimates that 
over a 20-year span, 80 percent of urban 
households, 70 percent of suburban 
households and 64 percent of rural house¬ 
holds likely will be targets for burglary. 

Traditional methods of home security 
include locks on doors and windows, flood 
lights, and watch dogs. However, elec¬ 
tronic security systems are being used 
more frequently. 

“Homeowners who are considering 
electronic security for their homes, need 
to follow a few guidelines when choosing 
an alarm company,” says Jeanne 
Barnes, president of the North Orange 
County Association of Realtors. "Taking 
a few precautionary steps is the best way 
to make the most informed decision." 

The North Orange County Association 
of Realtors offers the following tips: 

1) Obtain recommendations for a repu¬ 
table security system company from the 
Better Business Bureau, neighbors, or lo¬ 
cal police departments. Ask security sys¬ 
tem providers for the names of previous 
customers to contact for referrals. If they 
won't give this information, look else¬ 


where. v 

2) Find out if the company is a member 
of a local, state or national alarm associ¬ 
ation. These non-profit trade associations 
promote professionalism, ethics and edu¬ 
cation to remain current with industry 
practices and technology. Check with 
state or local governments to see if li¬ 
censing is mandatory in your area. If 
licensing is mandatory, ask the company 
to show proof of their licensing as well as 
proof that the installer is licensed. 

3) Make certain that the company you 
choose offers a 24-hour monitoring ser¬ 
vice. 

4) Once you have found three of four 
companies that meet these criteria, have 
each survey your house and offer written, 
detailed quotes on the equipment and in¬ 
stallation of an alarm system. 

5) Once you have selected a company, 
you will probably be ready to sign a con¬ 
tract. It should cover the warranty, ser¬ 
vice and monitoring. 

6) Alarm systems can be bought or 
leased. It is not recommended to buy or 
lease a system from a company that does 
not offer a contract for continuing main¬ 
tenance and service. There are usually 
two costs involved — the cost for installa¬ 


tion and the monthly service charge. The 
monthly charge may include not only 
costs for maintenance but also the cost 
for special telephone lines (if leased) and 
responses to alarms by an alarm compa¬ 
ny agent. 

7) Installation should be warranted for 
a minimum of 90 days. If the equipment 
will be purchased, a service contract 
should be considered. 

8) Review the contract carefully or 
have a lawyer do so. 

“There are many different types of 
alarm systems,’ says Barnes. “The sys¬ 
tem should protect the entire perimeter 
of the home, every door and window that 
could serve as entry point for a burglar. 
Consider an alarm that will ring a bell or 
sound a siren or buzzer on the premises.” 
She notes that many companies install 
central reporting alarms that silently 
signal the alarm company’s headquar¬ 
ters to dispatch the police and possibly 
alarm company agents. Where permitted 
by local law, some companies offer direct 
alarm connection to the police or fire de¬ 
partments. 

“It is a good idea and very economical, 
to have a fire alarm system installed 
along with the burglar alarm system. 


Have the company provide price esti¬ 
mates for both," Barnes says. 

To protect the alarm system from a 
power outage or from a burglar who may 
cut the current to the home, it is neces¬ 
sary to have an auxiliary source of pow¬ 
er, such as a battery pack, she advises. 

“The homeowner must understand 
how the system works in order for it to be 
successful. It is very important to learn 
what it does or does not do, and what 
must be done to keep it in proper working 
condition. The alarm company should 
provide written instructions for testing 
and using the security system. This will 
help reduce the number of false alarms 
and maintenance calls,” Barnes says. 
"An investment in an alarm system is an 
investment in the security and safety of 
loved ones. Time spent becoming famil¬ 
iar with the system and the company is 
time well spent.”

Realtor’s must earn their title 


Did you know that not all real estate 
agents are Realtors? Some people may 
assume that the word Realtor is just an¬ 
other word for real estate agent or bro¬ 
ker. 

But that is a false assumption because 
the term Realtor is a distinction earned 
only by those real estate brokers and 
agents who are members of the National 
Association of Realtors and abide by its 
strict code of ethics. 

Real estate brokers and agents who 
wish to be Realtors must first be accept¬ 
ed through their local Association of 
Realtors. Before being admitted to mem¬ 
bership, the agent or broker pledges to 


abide by the nationally recognized code 
of ethics. The code demands high profes¬ 
sional conduct. It is a three part docu¬ 
ment addressing the members’ relations 
with the public, the client and fellow 
Realtors.
